TECH COMMITTEE REPORT 


As you probably know, we have experienced some problems with the Northeast 
input. In one of our recent electrical storms, lightning hit our antenna 
and damaged the squelch circuit of the receiver, which opened the squelch 
and in turn caused the main repeater to time out. John (WB3BYM( pulled 
the input and repaired a regulation chip and the squelch circuit chip. 
The input was back on the air in a few days, in operating condition only 
to last for a week when the 433 link transmitter quit, probably due to the 
éontinuous transmit which we experienced with the opened squelch causing 
the finals to go. Parts are on order, and the problem should be 
relinquished soon. A filter was installed on the 433 receiver at the main 
site to keep intermod from disrupting link transmissions. It proved to be 
effective in the short time operating. We have on order lightning 
arrestors for the main and remote site, also line filters which will 
prevent any spite voltages from damaging our equipment. As you can see, 
we always have something to do.
